Response to Amendment

3. Claims 1-3, 6 and 10-39 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art on record teaches the combination of performing a grammatical inference by 
processing rules of a grammar, creating additional rules representative of repeated 
phrases and merging equivalent symbols of the grammar wherein said rules define said 
slots and include said symbols. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of invention to modify the prior art on record to arrive at Applicant's 
invention.
